Dates from Auckland are to July 
5th. The following items are con- 
densed from the Daily Southern Cross: 

The Colonial Ministry resigned on 
account of the absence of Sir Julius 
Vogel, Premier, which made some 
technical difficulty about the swearing 
in of the other members of tho Cabi- 
net. The reconstruction places Hon. 
Dr. Polloii as Premier, with Sir Julius 
Vogel as Postmastor-Gcueral, Hon. 
Harry Atkinson as Cabinet. Treasurer, 
Sir Donald McLean as Native Minis- 
ter, Hon. C. C. Beuan as Minister of 
Justice, Hon. W. H. Reynolds as 
Commissioner of Customs, Hon. E. 
Riohardson as Minister of Public 
Works. On his return, tho Premier- 
ship will be again offered to Mr. Vogel. 

Parliament was to moot July 2oth. 

There are 245 miles of railway in 
the Colony, and by the end of Septem- 
ber there will be 319 more.

At Fiji the moasles continued their ra- 
vages, and it ia considered that a fourth 
of tho population will fall \ictims. This 
inonna between 30,000 and -10,000 people 
— a terriblo proportion. Their habits of 
life and their dwellings aro both unfitted 
to save them from tho consequences of 
the disoaso. All the best of the old 
chiefs are going, and tho political eft'eot 
will be great. 

Tho arrival of Sir Arthur Gordon was 
anxiously expected. The first point to 
bo settled is the location of tho capital of 
tho Colony. It is very unlikely that Le- 
vuka will continue to occupy that posi- 
tion, as it has no back country and no 
room for a good town. Nandi Bay, Suva, 
Savu-Savu, and Kandavu uro spoken of 
and quite likely Nandi aiuv get the palm, 
as it has a fino dry climate aud an abun- 
dauoe of open country ,. with a splendid 
harbor. It is situated at tho north-west 
corner of Viti Levu. The decision of 
this question is looked for anxiously. 

Sugar continues to form tho hope o' 
the settlers and the sooner they can get 
titles to their land the sooner will they 
he ablo to begin operations. The titles 
will not be forthcoming until tho laud is 
surveyed, aud a good deal of preliminary 
work done. 

Tho distillation of rum has been begun 
and tho article produced is said to bo 
equal to Jamaica. 

Tho maize crops aro promising. 

The Chiuoso firm of Kwong Lo-? A Co. 
are importing a fast steamboat to coast 
among the islands, and whale fishing has 
been introduced by Captain Uioti, who 
takes command of tho expedition him- 
self 

Japan. 

The following items aro from the Japan 
Herald: 

Negotiations with Corea aro loss friend- 
ly than heretofore, and a number of Ja- 
panese officials have boon recalled. Tho 
Japanose Government has made no de- 
cision in the matter yet. 

A minor is current, among tho native 
population of Nagasaki that Japan, with- 
in a few mouths from tho present time, 
will be engaged in a struggle with Co- 
rea. There does not appear to be any- 
thing definitely known with regard to tho 
matter; and from what wo can learn, tho 
impression that war is olose at hand, has 
arisen through tho Government having 
sout some men of- war to Corea.

The Chinese Again. 

The City Council have gone plucki- 
ly to work to enforce their resolution 
respecting the employment of Chinese 
on Municipal works to the exclusion 
of white laborers. The question came 
before the Council on Wednesday 
night through the failure of the City 
Engineer to insert in the specifications 
for certain work ft clause prohibit- 
ing the employment of Chinamen by 
tha contractor. Several tenders for 
tiie work had been handed in on the 
bisis of* Mongol slave labor; but the 
Council, with that sturdy adherence 
to their resolution so characteristic of 
men who know their duty and are not 
afraid to do it, declined to ontertain 
tb.3 tenders and instructed the engin- 
eer to prepare fresh specifications with 
an anti-Chinese clause inserted. We 
feel that we cannot laud this enlight- 
ened action of tho Council too highly, 
for if this Province is to enjoy the 
benefit that ought to tlow from a large 
expenditure of public monoy in our 
midst, the City and Provincial Gov- 
ernments have got to encourage and 
protect free labor from tho inroads of 
pagan slave labor. If we want fami- 
lies to come here and settle and help 
build up the country wo have got to 
hold out every reasonable encourage- 
ment to their breadwinners when they 
land on our shores. Now, an industri- 
ous immigrant asks no other encour- 
agement than an opportunity to earn 
his broad by the sweat of his brow. If 
this opportunity be denied him ho 
must seek it elsewhere, and the coun- 
try will be the loser. In New West- 
minster and Yale districts, last year, 
there was expended something like 
$300,000 of Provincial money ou roads 
and bridges. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the effect of the expenditure of 
no large a sum in the course of a few 
months amongst a few hundred people 
would be apparent on every side in the 
number and character of improvements 
undertaken by thoso through whose 
iiauds the money passed. But what 
do wo hear from New Westminster 
District? That tho expenditure did 
very little good to the residents of tho 
district. Andwhj? Because all save 
about $f)0, 000 of the amount wont into 
the hands of Chinamen, who bought 
nothing in the district, but purchased 
supplies from Chinese merchants and 
market gardeners at Victoria, and 
tho bulk of tho money paid them 
long ere this has been sent to China 
for investment. Had white laborers 
been employed in making thoso roads 
the money would have come back to 
the taxpayers from whom it was drawn 
— would have boon spent in the country to 
supply the wants of the men them- 
selves, or in educating, clothing and 
feeding their families. When we pass 
through the streets of Victoria tho 
busy hum of industry greets the ear 
from every side. If we go to tho 
Mainland we soo roads and bridges in 
course of construction in several dis- 
tricts. And yet from Mainlaud to Is- 
land tho universal cry is "times were 
never so dull as now." Said one trad- 
er from the Mainland, who called at 
the Lands & Works tho other day, 
"The Chinamen are absorbing all 
tho public money in the country; 
white men have no chance alongside of 
them because white men cannot sub- 
sist on what Chinamen do " It is 
said (and wo attach importance to the 
statement) that there are 3000 Coolio 
cooks, laborers, etc., in British Colum- 
bia whose daily earnings average cue 
dollar and a quarter, and who can and 
do subsist on '25 cents each per day. 
Throe thousand laborers at $1 25 a 
day a man for, say, 270 working days, 
earn $310 a year each. Multiply the 
yearly savings of each man by 3,000 
and wo have a total result of one mil- 
lion and twenty thousand dollars. De- 
duct one-fifth of this sum for co.st of 
subsistence, and the astonishing re- 
sult of eight hundred and sixteen 
thousand dollars sent out of the Pro- 
vince yearly is reached. Now, wo 
contend that it lies within the power 
and scope of tho Provincial Govern- 
ment to remedy ttiia great and grow 
ing evil by copying the example of 
this Municipality and stipulating that 
no Chinese shall bo employed on any 
work that involves a charge on tho 
public revenue. In a few weeks, we 
are told, (on dubious authority, it is 
true) that tho cofferdam will be under- 
weigh. Tho Attorney General, upon 
his return from England with Car- 
narvon's Relaxation Pills, told an ex- 
pectant crowd who gathered in front 
of his house that "by the middle of 
April there would bo 500 men at work 
on the Dry Dock." It is now the 
middle of August, and tho "500 men" 
are still non est. Thoy are probably 
searching for the Island Railway. But 
had thoy an existence beyond the dis- 
eased imagination of tho Attorney 
General thoy would prove to bo 500 
Cinnamon, and if tho experience of 
New Westminster District (just cited) 
be worth anything tho number might 
bo increased to 5000 and still tho only 
effect would bo to drain tho country of 
its revonuos to benofit China. Why 
did not tho Government stipulate in 
the specifications calling for tenders 
for the construction of the cofferdam 



forwhito labor? What could bo easier 
than to insert theso words: "White 
labor to bo employed where it can bo 
obtained at the rate of wages common- 
ly paid for that description of labor on 
this coast?" If the white laborers 
domandod more than' that rate 
there would then bo the Chinese 
to full back upou an a dernier resort, 
Wo have searched tho Dry Dock spe- 
cifications from end to end and find 
nothing to preveut tho successful com- 
petitor importing Coolies all the way 
from tho Flowery Kingdom and Bet- 
ting them at work on the Dock. A wise 
Government would endeavor to stopra- 
ther than widen tho channels through 
which tho public money is lost to the 
Province for over, and to effect that ob- 
ject would never think of fostering or on- 
oouraging slave to tho exclusion of free 
labor. If the answer to this suggestion 
bo that tho Government have not the 
power to carry it out, we answer Unit 
they have already placed on tho Statuto- 
book a clause to prevent Chinese and In- 
dians voting; and if thoy hail tho power 
to pass that Act they have tho power to 
impose any restrictions thoy please in 
tho disbursement of public monies. Their 
aim should bo to spend it where it would 
do the most prood.

Europe. 

London, Aug. 10.— A dispatch from 
Miranda, Spain, says all the Carlists 
villages on tho plain of Alavia have 
submitted to tho government of King 
Alfonso. The Carlist forces are con- 
centrating in Navarre, on the frontier 
of Biscay. Don Carlos is at Estella. 

A dispatch from Sio Durtra says o 
broach of threo yards in extent was 
made to-day in Olsau's tower by Al- 
fonso's bvttorios. Threo new batteries 
will open. 5,000 Carlists under Gen. 
Dorregaray passed through Berga 
yes'orday toward Organza expecting 
to surprise Alfousist troops before Sio 
Durga and intercept convoys. Some 
battalions of tho Carlist army of tho 
north aro also advancing on Sio Dur- 
ga. The Carlist garrison at the latter 
place made a sortie to-day, but were 
promptly repulsed by the" Alfrousists, 
with a number of killod and wound- 
ed. 

London, Aug. 8. — Tho O'Connell 
centenary was celebrated in this city 
by a banquet last night at Canon 
stieet hotel. A majority of the gen- 
tlemen present were home rulers. Car- 
dinal Manning ordered a To Deum to 
bo sung this evening in sll the churches 
of tho arch episcopal diocese, for 
blessings resulting from O'Connell's 
labors. 

An additional $100,000 in specie 
has been raised from the wreck of the 
Schiller. 

London, Aug. 8. — -Dispatches from 
Central Asia report that a revolution 
has broken out in Kokhand. The 
Khan has (led and his forces have 
joined the insurgents. 



Eastern States 

Washington, Aug. 7.— On Thurs- 
day a detective of this city returned 
in company with Theodore W Brown, 
commonly known as "Pelog Brown," 
asre8ted at Saratoga, charged with be- 
ing connected in the larceny of the 
$17,000 treasury package ou tho 2 J of 
June. This afternoon he was brought 
before Judge Wyho ou a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, but the judge declined to 
release him on bail for the reason that 
the warrant was from a police court, and 
that court had jurisdiction. A tele, 
gram received from New York states 
thatBonj. B. Halleck, clerk of the 
treasury cash room, on leave of ab- 
sence, was arrested to-day, charged 
with beiug concerned iu the larceny, 
and that he will arrive here to-night. 
While in New York he visited the 
jewelry, tailor, dry goods, carriage 
and harness establishments, making 
inquiries, as if ho intended making 
largo purchases. This afternoon W. 
f. Oltmau, restaurant keeper, was ar- 
rested, charged with beiug implicated 
in the larceny. The detectives feel 
confident they have the right parties 
and are sure that a portion of the 
mouey will bo recovered. Friends of 
Ultman aro making efforts to have him 
released ou bail, but the authorities 
demand bonds to the amount of $100, • 
000 for bis appearance. Halleck" as 
recently promoted to assistant ship- 
ping teller iu the cash room, He is'u 
native of New Yoik, and has been em- 
ployed in the department about eight 
years. Brown was diacharg d from 
tho l quartermaster general's office 
about a year ago on account of testi- 
mony on a trial. Halleck arrived to- 
night. Ou tho road hero ho att3uipted 
to throw away a memorandum book, 
nut the officers secured it and found 
in it the figures $18,007 Go, tho exact 
amount of money m the stolen pack- 
age. These figures had been erased 
with lead pencils, though they had 
boon divided by t*vo ami tho quo ieut, 
$23,548 80^ remained untouched On 
the same page was another entry of 
"$9,870 sa\ed to show. W. H.," Au- 
gust 5. 1875." Halleck made several 
coniltotiug statements iu regard to the 
entries, but finally admitted tho at- 
tempt to throw the book away as the 
figures would couviot him. 

Washinoto, Aug. 10.— Commodore 
Amnion, actiug secretary of tho navy, 
to-day received from the acting secre 
tary of state a dispatch from Tripoli, 
dated Aug. 7, winch states that Mr. 
Vedal, American consul, and wife, had 
been insulted by Tripolitan sailors, 
and asking whether any of our vessels 
of war could be conveniently sent to 
that port. Orders were issued that 
the steamer Hartford, Capt. Harmony, 
at Port Said, en route homo from au 
Asiatic station, proceed to enquire in - 
to the facts and demand that the per- 
petrators of tho insult be arrested and 
punished. Roar Admiral Worden, 
commanding the European station, 
was also instructed to keep himself 
advised of tho circumstances and it 
necessary send other vossola to Tripoli 
to not with tho Hart lord. 

English Mail. 

[Datoa to .lulj 17.1 

Under tho head of "A strange 
story," the "Times" says: —"A pri- 
vate letter roeeived in Sheffield from 
ono of tho crew of the iron ship 
Glance, of London, which arrived in 
tho Thames from Adelaide on 
Thursday, givos intelligence o. a terri- 
ble event which recently occurred at 
sea. On the 27th ult. the Glance 
passed au out bound vessel, bearing 
tho name of Jessie Osborne, and was 
hailed by tho captain ot tho latter ship 
who reported that one of his crew had 
gouo mad; that for fivo days tho man- 
iac had stationed hinisolf aloft, and 
that nothing could induce him to re- 
turn to dock. Tho captain further re- 
ported that tho madman had armed 
himself with a largo chisel, with which 
ho was cutting tho ropes, and that tho 
boatswain had tried to bring him 
down. Tho maniac, hjwever, threw a 
block at tho boatdwaiu, knocking him 



on the deck and breaking hifl arm and 
leg. As a matter of safely to Ids vessi 1 
and crew the captain of the Jessie Os- 
borne considered that it was necessary 
to shoot tho maniac, and after some 
consultation that course was decided 
upon. Tho crew and officers of the 
Glance were requested to be present 
as witnesses, and in their presence 
tho man was shot with a revolver. Iu 
consequence of the way in which ho 
moved about the rigging three shots 
had to bo fired before he was fatally 
injured. He fell dead on tho deck, 
and his body was eventually thrown 
overboard. 

The London Ritualists have sus- 
tained a severe loss by the recent 
great fire iu Fetter lane. It will be 
remembered that the premises of Mr. 
Matthew Bell, the bookbinder, were 
burnt; and there perished in tho 
flames all the remaining stock of Dr. 
Frederick George Lee's altar-service 
books. They were superbly printed, 
and £1,000 was spout in producing the 
woik. 

Magisterial clergymen seldom do right, 
nnd some fortnight ago they committed a 
girl for fourteen days for stealing a fow 
dowers. Mr. Cress, Home Secretary, 
thought the punishment excessive and 
abrogated it. 

Tho official inquiry at Liverpool re- 
specting the loss of tho Vioksburg, has 
been concluded, ar.d a report will be 
made to the Board of Trade in tho usual 
way. Pengollv, a passenger, stated that, 
had the boats been lowered earlier, ho 
thought all might have been saved. The 
Court held Mint thoro was no foundation 
for tho charge of drunkenness made 
against the chief officer. 

Iu addition to Mr. Hawkins, Q.C., and 
Mr. Lilley, the counsel already retained 
for the defence of Colonel Valentino Ba- 
ker at the ensuing Surrey Assizes, a spe 
oial retainer has been handed to Serjeant 
Ballantine. This is probablv to prevent 
the prosecution securing his services. 

The Manchester Guar, Ha* states that a 
tombstone had recently been erected in 
the Nonconformist portion of the Bolton 
cemetery upon which thoro was tho fol- 
lowing inscription to a man seventy eight 
years of age: -"Let gods attend on things 
which gods must know; man's only care 
relates to things lu low. Nescio Deos." 
The Town Council ordered tho effaoe- 
ment of the inscription. 

At the Liverpool Court of Passage a 
servant has claimed damages for libel 
against a former mistress, who wrote, in 
answer to an enquiry about tho servant's 
character, "She is neither strictly honest 
nor strictly sober." For tho defence it 
was submitted that the letter was a pri- 
vileged communication, tho portion in it 
complained of being a specific answer to 
n specific question with reference to tho 
character of a domestic servant. The 
learned Assessor concurred with the view 
taken by the learned counsel for tho de- 
fence, and non suited the plaintiff, re- 
marking that it would bo most disgraco 
ful if people did not speak the truth iu 
regard to their servants. 



China. 

The Tientsin correspondent of the 
Shanghai "Courier" wi'ites: 

The populace of Peking and the 
neighborhood, who have hitherto been 
noted for their inoffensive conduct to- 
ward foreigners, have apparently felt 
the necessity of acting in union with 
their fellow subjects at Chiukiang and 
other parts of *be Empire for the last 
fortnight has witnessed a succession 
of serious exhibitions of popular ill- 
feeling. The demons! i atious to which 
I have allude are: First— An attack 
on Dr. Bushel], of the English Lega- 
tion, Peking, who, accompanied by 
Mrs. Bushell, escaped with difficulty 
from being pelted with stones by a 
Peking mob. Second — The attack on 
two Cossack soldiers of the Russian 
Legation, who wtre assaulted and se- 
riously injured by the mob. Third — 
An attack on Baron vou Molleudorf, 
of the German Legation, and four geu- 
tlemen of the English Legation, who 
were seriously assaulted near Peking 
last Sunday. Of the latter affiir the 
following particulars are given: Four 
students from the British Legation 
and M. von Molleudorf .vent for an 
excursion to the Pai Hwa San Tem- 
ple, forty miles west. They arrived 
last Saturday , and found a great many 
Chinese gathered to celebrate tho 
tilth month festivals. They succeeded 
in getting a email room at tho temple. 
During the evening conversations 
were had with different parties, tho 
foreigners expressing reirret at h iving 
arrived, as they feared to interfere 
with or disturb the natives in their fes- 
tivals, Everything wont on quietly 
that day, but on Sunday morning ear- 
ly largo crowds of Chinese comtneno 
ed to throw stones at the house where 
tho foreigners were, knocking in tho 
roof and walls. All got more or less 
hurt, M. Von Molleudorf tue worst. 
He was severely hurt on his head and 
legs, aud declares that they only es- 
o .ped being murdered by getiing hold 
of the bead priest and pointing a re- 
volver ut him, declaring to the crowd 
that if the stone tli rowing was not 
ceased, and if they were not allowed 
to leave in peace, he would be shot. 
Sonic astronomical instruments were 
ruined, and all their provisions des- 
troyed, 

H. M. S. Thalia, with Mr. Med- 
hurst on board, has returned to Chin- 
kiang. A correspondent, .writing on 
tho 30th, says: "It is rumored to-day 
that our troubles are over, and that 
the Tartar General , under the gentle 
iufinence of tho Viceroy, who in ro- 
ttiru was more or loss moved by the 
asueot of the Thalia, 1ms consented to 
give up four of the ringleaders in tho 
attack on the Consulate, who will bo 
punished by a Hogging, with tho can- 
guo to f dlow." 

Tho steamship Japan, whilo bung 
towed to a berth oast to disehnrgj hot- 
coal cargo, grounded ou a K >ok a 
ship's length, or 350 foot, west of tho 
buoy-market rocks, off Harrows wharf.
